Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a digital image file of a photograph that has been taken of an image on a device, 
likely a laptop. The image features two male subjects, likely teenagers, who are explicitly nude. The 
way the image has been cropped exploits their nudity to a degree that renders its availability likely to 
be injurious to the public good. As a digital file the image can be exchanged and widely distributed 
through the internet for the titillation of those who have a sexual interest in young people. The 
publication is classified objectionable under s 3(3)(b) of the FVPC Act. The Classification Office has 
considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the application of all the classification 
criteria. The classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression but is reasonable and 
justified in order to prevent injury to the public good. It reflects the concern of a free and democratic 
society to protect its vulnerable members from exploitation.
